DAM DE 


[BT AU DOTEN.] 


In the live journalism of the early 
lays and prosperous times when the 
Comstook lode was pouring forth ita 
many millions into the lap of the na- 
ion, the name of Dan De Qnille be- 
came familiar to -everybody, and es- 
pecially to the readers of the Territorial 
Enterprise at Virginia City, the oldest 
established Nevada newspaper. la 
Ohio, bis native State, his parents 
named him William Wright, which 
held good until the young man became 
a miner among the placer diggings and 
•ich mineral veins of Silver City, near 
he Carson rirer. 


There his companions and associates 


—who all liked him—knew him famil- 
arly, at first as "Bill" Wright, but in 
writing up the mining, social and fes- 
ive resources of that lively camp for 
ihe Enterprise, with which paper he 
;ook a notion to correspond, he adopted 
.he fanciful pen name of Dan De Qnille. 


His letters, written in a very pleas- 


ant, humorous vein pleased everybody, 
and his adopted name was cordially in- 
dorsed as tbe only natural and appro- 
priate one for him. By that name he 
las been popularly known ever since, 
and most peuple would never know 
that he had any other, were it not, as 


now, 
mentioned explanatorially. 


Dan soon removed to Virginia, and 


was not long in making himself famous 
as local reporter 
of the Enterprise, 


which position he held with few inter- 
ruptions for about thirty years. Other 
reportorial writers were associated 
with him on that paper, among the 
earliest being Mark Twain, whose ca- 
reer as a popular writer commenced at 
that time. As between the two, Dan 


,s the best and most reliable re-

porter, doing most of tha regular rou- 
tine work, while Mark filled in with 
humorous sketches and special reports. 
Wm. M. Gillespie and myself were also 
connected with the Enterprise after 
Mark Twain abandoned the Comstock, 
Gillespie doing the legislative, legal 
and similar reporting, and 1 finally leav- 
ing for a long engagement on the Gold 
Hill Daily News. 


As a natural humorist, Dan was fully 


as good as Mark, but bis humor was 
more of a festive, off-hand style, Even 
when writing tough items where he was 
liable to aggravate the angry passions 
of rough Comstock characters, he man- 
aged to serve up the truth in such a 
genteel way as to disarm their wrath ur 
turn their resentment m some other 
direction, leaving him out of trouble. 
Jokes rippled from his pen as naturally 
as water runs down stream, and he had 
a kind word or a happy remark for 
everybody, 
Even the Pinte Indians 


along the street heartily eujoyed his 
efforts to joka with them in their na- 
tive language, which he sympatheti- 
cally admired for ita natural oddity. 


Dan was an appreciative, wide-awake 


reporter, well versed not only in the 
mining ramifications of the Oomstock, 
with its connected ore reduction works 
and machinery, but also in the pros- 
pects of surrounding outside districts 
He and myself went "Way over in Ex- 
celsior" at the time of the famous 
Meadow Lake mining excitement 
1865, and, during our ten days stay, re- 
ported on every mine or mining pros- 
speot in that lofty mountain district 
It Wi«s a hard, rough job, and we Lac 
he whole earth for a bedstead every 
night, sleeping together 
among tbe 


mining camps, but mountain air anc 
good food were plenty, lots of gooc 
company, and we enjoyed hfo hugely 
especially in a three days lay-off at 
Donner Lake on our way baok home 
A more genial, thoroughly enjoyable 
companion than Dan for such a trip 
could not well be imagined. 


And he was such a fine story teller 


3e published many a good one, most o: 
which have got scattered and lost in the 
shuffle of the years. They would make 
a very readable book could they all be 
collected. Yet Dan tried book making 
and like other meritorons writers made 
a financial failure of it. His "Bin Bo 
nanzn" is a historical, very interesting

rated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
S, 1897. 
It is the largest city on the line ol 


the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra- 


( mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has had 
i a steady and continuous growth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 
muuntains 
Its resources are agricultural and 


pastoral rather than those of mines. It is the 
terminus of the V. £ T- R. R. extending 
south witli its connection three hundred and 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R. 
extending north eighty miles. It is the seat 
of the State University, of the State Hospital 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. At the general election of 
1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated population is 6,500. 
Its assessed valua- 


tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745,- 
890 which was upon a low and very conserva- 
tive basis of valuation. 
Its total bonded in- 


lebtedness from all sources is $45,000. 
The 


total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one huniired dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject to an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors >o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construcf- 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric light 
works. A special election was called by the 
City Council for October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the city voted in favor 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the sum of 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant by 
r\ vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against. 
In December 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity,, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, was questioned. On the 23rd day of 
February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada tiled its unanimous opinion ' in the action 
in which it srstained the constituliunality ol 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular, The City 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the bond 
interest charges and to liquidate the principal 
by either direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges against • users or by 
both.

"Reed's Reconcentradoe," aa a mem- 


ber of Congress from Minnesota calls 
the Republicans in the House of Rep- 
resentatives who are beld in sabjeation 
by the Speaker, threaten to rebel 
against the Administration and the 
domination of the "Man from Maine." 
Representative Mortb, Chairman of the 
Committee on Militia, and, of coarse, 
B Republican, or Mr Reed would not 
make him chairman of a oommittep, in* 
troduced a joint resolution declaring 
war against Spain and her dependencies 
and authorizing the President to use 
the whole land and naval force of the 
United States to carry the same into 
effect. 


This resolution was referred to the 


Committee 
on 
Foreign 
Relations. 


Speaker Reed to prevent hasty action 
by that committee appointed fnnr of 
its members to accompany the body of 
Representative Simpkins to Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts, where the banal is to 
take place, 


Quite a number of Republicans who 


desire to avenge the death of 250 
American sailors and the destruction. 
of one of our war vessels, are in open 
revolt, against Reed and the President 
and it is probable that enough of the 
rebellious members will vote with the 
Democrats and Populist to overrule 
the Speaker. The members who favor 
immediate and aggressive action assert 
trial if the President sends a message 
to Congress recommending an appro- 
priation for the relief of the starving 
Cubans & resolution will be attached to 
the bill recognizing the independence 
of Cuba. Reed, of coarse, will rale 
the rider out of order, and then, it is 
believed, enough Republicans will de- 
clare their independence to vote with 
the silver men to overrule the Speaker. 
This program may be earned out, bat 
the odds are against it. A Republican 
member of Congress on the streets of 
Washington, expressing his opinion as 
an independent American citizen, is a 
different person from what he is in the 
House under the eye of the Speaker 
and subject to the party laab. 


It IB daily becoming more apparent 


that the gold trust is losing its grip on 
many Republicans in the House of 
Representatives. They do not approve 
of the vaoilatmg policy of the Presi- 
dent, uor of the autocratic rulings of 
the Speaker. The latter will not per- 
mit the House to express its opinion of 
the destruction of the Maine nor of the 
atrocities perpetrated by the Spaniards 
in Cuba, and unless the situation is 
changed within a week there are many 
Republicans in the House who will join 
the opposition in overriding the rul 
ings of Reed.

In these days when every one ia talk- 


ing of war there is much confusion in 
:he pnblio mind over the terms battle- 
ships, cruisers, gunboats, torpedo boats, 
dispatch boats and the like, says the 
Buffalo Express. A gun-boat is popn- 
arly considered any one of these diffe- 
rent classes and few people are able to 
define the difference between them. 


Let as first consider a battleship, 


•taoh a vessel is designed for with- 
standing heavy fighing with the least 
xwsible damage to herself. Her off en- 
live and defensive elements must be 
so proportioned ae to produce the most 
formidable vessel possible on a given 
displacement. A first-class battleship 
IBB more and heavier guns and armor 
than a second class and is naturally a 
arger vessel. Classes, it may thus be 
Been, are purely arbitrary. 


Cruisers are armored and protected. 


Those of the first division carry a mod- 
rate amount of armor, confined mostly 
to gun positions and deck. Ihe offen- 
sive and defensive power of such a 
boat is less than that of a battleship, 


her displacement may be as much 


or more, the added weight going to 
machinery and fuel, thus giving her a 
higher rate of speed and an ability to 
make longer cruises without reooahug. 
The protected cruiser mast have the 
highest rate of speed for seagoing ves- 
sels and the highest possible steaming 
radius. She baa the minimum offen- 
sive and defensive qualities for fight- 
ing vessels. Her guns are seldom more 
;han six-mob, but are rapid fire. She 
aas an armored deck and shields at 
the gun positions. 


Gunboats have 2,000 tons or less dis 


placement and are designed for service 
in rivers and shallow waters where no 
considerable force would be likely to 
be met. They have little armor, a mod- 
erate battery a ad do not possess high 
speed. 


In torpedo boats everything is sacri- 


ficed to extreme speed. They have no 
defensive power and their safety de- 
pends entirely on their ability to get 
nithm range of the formidable vessels 
to be destroyed by torpedoes, fire and 
get away again before being observed 
or very soon thereafter. While nearly 
all modern vessels of war carry torpe- 
does, these carry nothing except torpe- 
does, save a few machine BUDB to repel 
small boat attacks. 


Dispatch boats are not armored and 


are not considered as fighting ships. 
They have some means of defense, but 
their chief use is to carry dispatches 
to or from the fleet in the shortest pos 
sible time. 


$3,000,000 IN A FLASH. 


A Klondike Telegraph tine Wrecked by 


the Atlantic Cable. 


Long ago—in 1803-4—there was no 


cable between Europe and America. 
Transatlantic news—even dnnng the 
exciting episodes of the civil war—was 
always about a fortnight old. The at- 
tempt to make a cable connection had 
ended disastrously, and in this junction 
of affairs was organized a gigantic en 
terprise looking to the connection of 
the United States with Europe via Klon 
dike and Bering sea 
Most electricians 


rind telegraphic experts had made np 
their minds that 40 miles—which was 
the distance across the strait—represent- 
ed the longest a submarine cable could 
be successfully worked. 


A company was formed, and what 


was known in those days as Russian 
Extension stock went off at a premium 
of 60 per cent In 18G3 the line between 
New Westminster and the Yukon river 
was surveyed, found to be practicable 
and traversed completely the present 
Klondike region. 


The line was expected to be finished 


in 1867. Even the tariff for messages 
was fixed at £5 ($25; per message. The 
receipts were estimated to yield about 
$9,000,000 per annum. The line was 
actually constructed from New West- 
minster along the present route of the 
Canadian Pacific railway to Ashcroft, 
where it was continued north toward 
Bering sea to Fort Stager, 800 or 400 
miles beyond Queenelle. This line is at 
the present moment in operation in a 
portion of the Caribou country. 


Then, in the midst of the whole busi- 


ness, after three years of hard work, 
came like a thunderclap the news that 
the Atlantic cable was a success. Three 
million dollars bad beers expended, yet 
the next day Russian Extension stock 
was not worth the printer's ink on its 
surface.—London Mail.
